Hydro Show for South Perth.

A Master ot Fiction. 


Mr. Thomas Hardy is the grand 
old man of literature. Though he is 
no longer able to do much creative 
work he maintains a very keen inter- 
est in current problems, and is alive 
to the literary tendencies of the age. 
He is undoubtedly our greatest living 
novelist, and at least one of his novels 
is likely to endure as long as the 
English language.

Every spot of the sur- 
rounding country has been rendered 
famous by his novels, and enthusias- 
tic admirers come from all parts of the 
globe to view the original sites which 
are depicted with such masterly skill 
in the novels. 





Stock Exchange Strike. 


There are just 18,000 seconds in & 
day’s work on the London Stock Ex- 
change, during every one of which 
thousands of ds change hands, 
The Stock Exchange is always fevere 
ishly impatient to hear news of itself, 
and is, therefore, connected by thou- 
sands of private telephone wires with 
all parts of the kingdom. In addi- 
tion it has a wonderful little news- 
paper issued tru. times an hour. This, 
of course, contains the most recent 
financial quotations. About fifty spe- 
cial newsboys are employed to dash 
with lightning speed with copies im- 
mediatey they leave the machine to 
various financiers, stockbrokers, etc. 

On one occasion a well-organized 
strike of these lads completely para- 
lyzed the working of the Exchange for 
over an hour. As a delay of seconds 
in distributing news bearing upon the 
market often causes serious fluctua- 
tions in prices, the lads’ terms were 
accepted. Members have, however, 
provided very effectually against a se- 
cond strike taking place, by keeping

shifts ever being allowed to know the 
other.

Dry Faring Congress. 

Announcement has lately been made 
of the seventh international dry farm- 
ing congress, which is to be held at 
Lethbridge, Alberta, Canada, Oct. 21- 
26 next. This movement had a small 
beginning several years ago. In the 
coming congress representatives are 
expected from every nation in which 
dry farming is practiced, and this re- 
fers particularly to western Canada 
and the dozen or more western states 
in which the production of cereals has 
been greatly increased through the 
adoption of dry farming methods. In 
the several days given to the conven- 
tion there will be conferences on 
soils, tillage methods and machinery, 
crops and crop breedings, agricultural 
education, farm management, scienti- 
fic research, agricultural colleges and 
experiment stations, while one of the 
most interesting features of the con- 
'gress will be a special section whose 
discussions will be devoted to the in- 
terests and problems of farm women. 
Interest in the congress is being in- 
creased through the offering of sub- 
stantial prizes for best exhibits of 
jfarm products and for the best arti- 
cles treating of various phases of 
farin problems.

MONTREAL, Sept. 9.—At the Montreal 
Stock Yards west end market the receipts 
of live stock for the week ending Sept. 7 
were 1200 cattle, 4600 sheep and lambs, 2400 
hogs and 400 galves. The supply on the 
market this morning for sale consisted of 
700 cattle, $100 sheep and lambs, 1400 hogs 
and 200 calves. 

A firmer feéling prevailed m the market 
for cattle this morning owing to the 
smaller supplies offered than a week ago, 
and the scarcity of choice steers. Cholce 
steers sold as high as $7, while full loads 
of good stock brought $6,50, and fair $5.50 
per 100 pounds. The demand from can- 
ners for bulls and cows was good, o€ 
which the supply was fair, but.owing to 
the keener competition prices for such 
ruled 2c ‘per 100 higher. 

The tone of the, market for lambs was 
weaker and prices since this day week 
show-a decline of: 25c for Ontario stock 
and ‘2c to*s0c for Quebec. “A feature of 
this trade of late has been the demand 
from Ontario packers for supplies in this 
market, and some large-lots were shipped 
to Toronto at the latter end of last week. 
At the above reduction there was a good 
demand, ‘and the trade was active. On- 
tario lambs sold at from $6.25 to $7, and 
Quebec lambs. at $5.25 to $5.75 per 100 In 
sheep, ‘the feeling is steady, as suppliea 
are just about equal to the requirements 
and prices show no change. The demand 
for calyes Was good, owing to the small 
supply. 

The market for live hogs was un- 
changed, notwithstanding the fact that 
prices were higher in Toronto. The sup- 
ply is sufficient to fill requirements, and 
a steady trade is doing at $8.25'to $8.05 per 
100 pounds, weighed off cars, for select- 
ed lots.

The Matter of Dress When Working 
In Summer of Great Importance to 
Cook—Lots of Nervous Energy Saved 
by Wearing Hair Net.

housekeeper is sorely tried these days.

Another point: Few housewives re- 
alize the importance of the kitchen 
chair, and many of them would feel 
less tired at the end of the day if they 
made greater use of it. Not that one 
should be constantly sitting and then 
in a moment jumping up to arrange 
something that needs immediate atten- 
tion. That is neither resting nor cool- 
ing. But the work can be-so arranged 
that one can sit for fifteen .or twenty 
minutes at a time, long enough really 
to be rested. ‘% 

The fireless cooker !s another of the 
scientific helps which aid in making 
the kitchen a pleasant summer resort. 
Not only that; they also aid the house- 
wife to get out of the kitchen for 
hours at a time by taking. care of her 
whole dinner. The roast and the veg- 
etables are shut up in this wonder 
working box, and off goes the house- 
wife to shop or to darn stockings by 
the window of the living room or to 
get out into the woods if they be ac- 
cessible. 

The matter of dress in the kitchen 
is all important in the summer time. 
For instance, no Woman can work 
well while brushing back wisps of 
hair that insist upon sticking to her 
face in the hot weather. That woman 
would save lots of time and nervous 
energy by wearing a net. And her 
appearance would be improved. 

It is important also to wear com- 
fortable shoes in the kitchen, not just 
old ones that are worn down at the 
heel. The heels of the kitchen shoes 
should be kept as scrupulously even 
as those of the street shoes for the 
sake of comfort.

The message of the great King to 
the goat class, the Parable proceeds to 
show, will be, “Depart from Me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared 
for the Devil and his angela” There 
is u large class of short-sighted people 
who while thinkipg that the goats 
represent an incorrigible class, insist 
that the fire is real, and not symbolic. 
But there is an increasingly large 
class of Bible students who recognize, 
said Pastor Russell, that “tire” 
throughout the Bible is used figura- 
tively to represent destruction. He 
pointed to St. Peter’s summing up of 
the fate af the incorrigibly wicked as 
follows: ‘These, as natural brute 
beasts, made to be taken and destroy- 
ed, epeak evil of the things that they 
urn@erstand not; and shall utterly 

rish in thei: own corruption.”— 
Fr. Peter 2:12. 

The world, continued Pastor Rus- 
sell, never lost heaven and is nowhere 
promised heaven. Adam’s loss was 
an earthly Edeu and human perfec- 
ti. Jesus declares that He ‘‘came 
to seek and to save that which was 
lost.”

FREAKS OF MARINE LIFE.

Barnacles are among the curious 
forms of marine life. So far as is 
known, they perform no important of- 
fice, either constructive or destructive, 
in the economy of nature. They serve 
to no appreciable extent as food -for 
the creatures of the denths; neither 
do they overate as a check upon other

Strangely enough, bernacles are 
assigned by the naturalists to the 


same great subdivision of the animal 


world which includes inseets—the 
anthropoda, which means joint foot- 
ed. Barnacles belong to that class 


of crustaceans that embraces lobsters 


and crabs and constitutes the order 


of cirrinedia, a term that means 
“curled feet.” 

Barnacles are hatehed from eggs.

Three orders cf barnacles exist. 
Members of one order are attached by 
the shell to rewks, timbers 
or other convenient obiects. Those of 
another orler ure attached to floating 
objects by a lorg staik, and the 
barnacles of the third order are para- 
sitic upon crabs and other marine 
animals: When extended from the 
shell the curl-d, feathery appendages 
are in constant motion, and they 
create currents in water that 
serve to convey to the curious little 
creatures their feod, consisting of 
many species of minute forms of life 
abounding in the sea. 

What are commonly known as ‘sea 
acorns” are nothing more than barn- 
acles of the genus balanus. There 
exists a number of different varicties 
of these, showing shells of a white, 
greenish white, pink or purplish col- 
or. These barnacl-s attach themselves 
to rocks, shellfish, the piling cf piers 
and sometins:s even to whales. The 
base of the shell is gluedifirmly to 
the supporting object, there being no 
stem. 

Ship barnacles are true wanderers 
of the deen, the same species fre- 
quently being found upon the hulls 
of vessels coming from the most re- 
mot? and widely separated regions. 
They present a vory odd appearance, 
for the shell is attached to the end of 
a flexible stalk, which varics in length 
from an inch in some snecivs to twelve 
inches in others. Generally speaking, 
the shell of the shin barnacle is of a 
white or bluis white hue, and the 
stalk is brown or slate colored.

LESSONS FRO FRENCHMEN. 
Some Methods by Which They Grow 
Double Our Wheat Yield. 

In France wheat farming is always 
combined with s me other branches 
of agriculture, such as sheep raising 
or the growing of beets, and often the 
three go together successfully. In 
America we tre rccustomed to think 
that In order to raise wheat success- 
fully one must pkiit hundreds of acres 
and devote his ent.re time to this crop. 
The statement th.t it doesn’t pay to 
ralse wheat on the small farms in the 
eust is often heard, but is without 
foundation. The average wheat crop 
in the west, on the farms devoted 
exclusively to tbit cereal, {is about 
fifteen bushels a1 acre; in France, 
where wheat is gruwn in rotation with 
other crops, the average is about 

thirty-five bnshels, 

The wheat farm that the writer vis- 
{ted comprises a thousand acres and 
{s situated on a level plateau, from 
which on clear days the spires of Paris 
may be seen. On the afternoon of the 
writer’s visit the men were all busy 
planting wheat and gathering beets. 
The first signs of life to be seen as the 
visitor approached were two flocks of 
sheep—about 1,200 in all—feeding on 
beet tops under the care of two shep- 
herds with their dogs. Beyond the 
sheep and a bit nearer the buildings 
were the men loading beets into enor- 
mous two wheeled carts, each being 
drawn by three Percheron stallions 
driven tandem. 

Beyond the harvesters were three 
sets of two furrow plows working, 
each drawn by six white oxen. 

The plows, which were of the two 
furrow reversible type, were built with 
a pair of wheels in front to lighten the 
draft and with four plows keyed in 
pairs to two parallel steel beams, 
which were fastened to the axle of the 
wheels by a ball and socket joint 
Each pair of plows was placed one 
over the other so that when one was
